The specification also discloses how to prepare 
pharmaceutical agents with the compounds of the invention and how to administer them on pages 
16-21 of the specification. Pages 25-61 provide greater detail in preparing certain starting 
materials and intermediates as well as procedures to use these materials to prepare the claimed 
compounds. On pages 62-85, the synthesis of over 100 compounds is provided. In view of this 
general and detailed description, the specification clearly provides an enabling disclosure for the 
subject matter claimed. 

It is respectfully submitted that Applicants 1 specification provides more than sufficient 
disclosure to objectively enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use the claimed 
compounds. Therefore, withdrawal of the rejection under 35 USC §112, first paragraph, and the 
allowance of all pending claims is respectfully requested.
